Offered, to take away the ſinnes 0 P 
The other, the mn of Che, 
to whom,and wherefore hce ſhall come, 
in the ſecond Branch, Unto them that 
looke for him. ſhall hee appeare the ſecond 
Time,without ſinne wvnts ſaluation, The firſt 
is for mee, being the doctrine of Chriſt 
crucified, which onely is to bee preach- 
ed: forthe time alſo, being the Paſſhon 
weeke, wherein cſpecially is to be medi- 
tated, and for this moſt Noble and Ho- 
nourable Audience, being Chriſtians , 
which ſeeke ſaluation by Chriſt crucifi- 
ed, and no where elſe: and therefore 
contenting my ſelfe with the firſt part at 
this preſent, by Gods grace and your 
Honourable permiſſion, Iam to handle 
the Paſſion of Chriſt, briefly, to auoyde 
rediouſneſle : plainely, to edifie all:tru- 
ly,out of the Scriptures:and,I hope com. 
ortably,borth to you,and my {elfe;in this 
otder.Firt,I will touch the things which 
wen t before his Croſſe,not all,but fome: 
Secondly,what he ſuffered on the crofle, 
and what chanced about the time of his 
Paſhon, Thirdly, what good we _ 
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by Chriſts Paſſion,and how wee ſhoulc 

| meditate thereon. That the Treatiſe may 

bee to the glory of God, I beleec 
you, letys ioyne in hearty prayer. vnto 

God. 

O Almighty,&c. 
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He bloudy and bitter Paſſion of 
our Lord and Sauior Jeſus Chriſt, 


God and man, in the fx & twen- 


os 
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| demned vnder Pontius Pilate, and cru- 
| cified betweene two Malefaors; his 
Soule being troubled, his Heart grieued; 

and his body tormented with the nay- 

ling of his blefled Hands and Feet, with 

the piercing of his gracious Side, with 

the ſhedding of his moſt glorious and 
precious bloud. So the Sonne of GOD, 

the Lord of Glory,the Prince of Peace, 

was intreated of miſerable Miſcreants. 

\ _. Sohee,which knew no finne, was made 
| afacrifice for our ſinne. Now if the Vaile 
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the toppe -to the bottome; if the Graues 
did open, & the bodies of Saints (which 
ſlept)aroſc;ifthe Earth did tremble, and 
the ſtones claue aſunder when this was 
done: how can it be, but that we ſhould 
bee moued, when this is preached? Our 
Hearts may tremble to thinke of it, ſo 
may our Tongues to ſpeake of it, yet 
wee may reioyce in Chriſt crucified;thar - 
by the vertue of his Paſſion our ranſome 
is payed, our wounds healed, fatiſtaction 
for our ſinne made, Death conquered , 
Sathan ſubdued, Hell ouercFme, Sinne 
killed, God pactfied, and wee to him re- 
conciled. | 

And now to begin with thoſe things 
which went before his Crofle : may we 
not thinke his ſuffering was exceeding 
great,when he {ſweat bloud?and that did 
Chriſt in mount Oliues, being in an ago- 
ny, kneeling. downe deuoutely, and 
praying moſt earneſtly. Ir is an viuall 
thing fora man in anguiſh to ſweat; but 
to {weate bloud,and to {weate it in ſuch 
abundance, that euen droppes like bloud 


ſhould trickle from his Body vpon the 
Ground,

Chriſt;this declared griefe ynſpeakable, 
paine intolerable. And did Chriſt ſhed 
drops of bloud for our finnes, and cany 
not wee ſhed one teare for the ſame? O 
that my Head were a well of water, and 
my Eyes a Fountaine of teares, that I 
might bewayle the ynthankfulnes of the 
World! 

The matter which hee had in hand, 
was waighty;the worke, which hee had 
to accompliſh, was great; the conflict, 
firong; the enemies,. mighty; their aſ- 
ſaults,many. The Worke was mans re- 
demprion; the Conflict,was with Sinne, 
with Death,with Sathan, with Hell, with 
the Law,and with the Wrath of GOD. 
And would not thoſe enemies, ſo many 
in number,ſo mighty in power,ſo terri- 
ble to behold, make a man to feare, to 
tremble, and to ſweate? If Chriſt had 
beene meere man,he could not haue en- 
countred with them:but being God and 
man,did encounter with them all, ouer- 
came them all, led them caprtiue all, and 
hath trumphed ouer them all, though 
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was a ſtrange thing : this was proper to 
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crying andteares.Whart ſay I droppes of 


' Bloud? ir coſt him more, that which 


was deareſt vnto himyhis life, before hee 
could bring vnder ſo mighty enemies 
as man had,and accompliſh ſo painefull 
a worke as Redemption is, and pacific 
ſo great aperſon asis the moſt high, al- 
mighty and cuerhuing God.O man, re- 
member the droppes of bloud which 
Chriſt did ſhed for thy ſake, for thy ſinne, 
for thy ſoule, and for thy ſaluation 2 loue 
him forit; thanke him for it; ſerue him 
for it all the dayes of thy life. And thus 
much for the ſuffring of Chriſt in mount 
Oliues, | 

Secondly,wee may conceiue his ſuffe= 
ring was exceeding great, when being 
ſorrowfull and gricuoufly troubled, hee 
fayd ; My ſonle is heauy,enen wnt 0 death. 
When he fell on his Face, and praied 
thrice : O my Father , if it bee poſſible, let 
this Cuppe paſſe from mee : meaning his 
bitter paſſion, not that he was vowilling 
to take it,(for in all things hee ſubmitted 
himſelfe to his heauenly Father. ) but 
thoſe earneſt ſpeeches declared the hea- 
ae 
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him,the painefull griefe which hee en- 
dured,the grieuous paine which hee tuf- | 
fered, the great torments and terrors 
which hee ſuſtained for our ſakes. The 
foule of Chriſt was from heauen heauen=- 
ly, neuer beſpotted with any vnclean-. 
nefſe,but pure without corruption : not- 
withſtanding, it was heauy and touched 
with the feare of death, in conſideration 
of our finne, which had deſerued death, 
with an infinite number of miſeries be- 
fide, all which lighted vpon that inno- 
ccnt Lambe, (which neuer diſpleaſed 
God, nor offended man) that by his 
ſtripes wee might bee healed. And what 
an hell thinke we was Chriſt in,when he 
rayed thrice moſt feruently, to haue 
that bitter Cuppe paſſe from him? No 
doubt hee felt the waight of finne, the 
Wrath of God againftir, the iuſtice of 
God requiring puniſhment for it, the 
power of the Law pronouncing con- 
demnation to it,the force of Dearh, "rhe - 
tyranny of Sathan,the torments of Hell, 
which no tongue can expreſſe, nor heart 
conceiue, And this made Chriſt to ſay 
ol 
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#y, even unto the death. And to pray three 

_ times : O my Father, if it bepoſſible,let this 
cup paſſe from mee : yet to ſhew,th at ther. 
fore he came into the world,and that he 
was content to die, hee ſubmitted his wil 
to Gods, ſaying :Nemertheleſſe,not as Twill, 
but as thou wilt. | 1 
Thirdly, he was betraied by one of his | 
owne,1udas by name, a [udas in heart, a | 
Tudas in tongue, a Tudas in deed, came to 
him with a Tudas kifle, ſaying - Haile 
Maſter, and betrayed Chrift. O beaſtly 
Tratyerous beaſt, to betray thy Maſter, 
andt hat vnder colour of friendſhip with 
a kifſe,Iſay to betray thy maſter, whom 
thou waſt bound to defend, and ough- 
teſt to haue loued, It was too much for 
any Barbarian to haue done; but for thee 
Which diddeſt call him Maſter , which 
didſt beare his Bagge, which didfſt fit at 
his Table, which waſt conuerſant with 
him, to doe it, was a /udas tricke, indeed 
00 to00 trayterous, ſhamefull and beaſt- 
ly. But what will not the defire of mo- 
ney doe? That will you ginemee ({ayde 
Iudas) and [will deliner him wnto you? 1 
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will 


| will deliver him vnto you, bur 


muſt know what you will'giue me. Iudas 


| tooke part with the Iewes, /udas betraied

| Chriſt, Judas damned himſelfe, and all 


for what will you giue me : but what did 
his money him good, when hee had loſt 


Chriſt, loſt heauen, loſt his ſoule, and 


' | damned himſelfe? Bur what was the end 
| of this?When [udas ſaw he was condem- 


ned , hee repented himſclte, hee brought 
againe the thirty peeces of filuer to the 
chiefe Pricſts and Elders,hE&ſayde,7 haue 


| fred, betraying the innocent blond,he caſt 
; downe the iluerpeeces in the temple, he 


| departed,and went and hanged himſelf. 


Hanging was the end of 1udas; a fit end 


| forſucha Traytor. But that is not all, hee 
' hangs inhell perpetually for it, and he is 
| ſerued as hedeſerued, moſt iuſtly. For 
 bloud will haue bloud : but did 12das re- 


pent? ſois the Text,hee repented, and he 
ſayd : Ihaue finned, betraying the inno- 
cent bloud.He did not repent truely, for 
then hee would not haue hanged him- 
ſelfe, The word Repentance was in his 


| mouth, but the thing was not in his 


heart: within him was a tormenting 
| con- 


- 
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Ictence, Which atd accule, Udge anc 
condemne him, which did ſet before his 
eyes, the hainouſnefle of his fa&, the 
gricuouſneſſe of GOD S wrath, iudge- 
ment without mercie, hell-fire withour 
redemption ; This deſperate mind made 
him to depart from the company , to 
take an halter, and hang himlſelfe, See | 
the force of conſcience. in /udas: Mas | 
Ia conſcientia deliftor um. noftrorums, te- | 
Sts, index, tortor carcer,accnſat,indicat con- 
denenat : An evill conſcience is a witneſle, 
a iudge,-a tormentor, a priſon of our 
finnes : It doth accuſe, iudge and con- | 
demne. 

What thing more grieuous, then day 
and night to carry about ſuch a witnes , | 
judge, tormentor, and priſon ? Oz: 
poteſt homo fugere preter cor ſuum: Nams- | 
quocunque IT , Conſcientia enum non dere- | 
Lnquit. A man ow auoyde all things bur | 
his owne heart, for whitherſoeuer hee 
Focth it goeth with him,eyther to excuſe | 
or accuſe, which are the effects of con- | 


ſcience. The teſtimony of 2a good CON+e 


' 
ſcience iva precious iewel,and as Salomon | 
ſayth,a continual feaſt,becauſe it maketh 
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of a good conſcience cauſeth ſhipwracke. 


of faith,as in Himenem and eAlexanier, 
Happy therefore is hee, which can truelie 
ſay with that elect veflell S. Pau/:Herein 
I endeuour my ſelfe to haue alwayes a 
cleere conſcience towardes G O D, and 


towards men : for if our heart condemne 


vs, God is greaterthen our heart, and 
knoweth all things:bur if our heart con- 
demne ys not, then haue wee boldenefle 
towards him,and whatſocuer wee aſke in 


faith, wee receyue of him. A ficke conſci- 


ence can no Phiſition in the world cure, 
but that heauenly Phyfition Chrift Ieſu: 


To him therefore let -ys reſort with all 


' humility, But to /udas againe, What will 


you giue me,andT will delizer him vnto 
ou? The defire of money is the roote 


; of all miſchiefe, They which are poyſo- 


ned with it, doe erre from the faith. They 
pierce themſclues through with many 
ſorrowes, they fall into temptations,in- 
to ſnares, into many fooliſh and noyſome 
luſts, which drowne men inperdition 
and deftruction. But men of God muſt 
flce thoſe things, and follow after righte= 

oulnes, 
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meckeneitc, laying holde of eternall life, 


whereunto they are called. By the end 
of Indas , let ſeruants take heede that

they betray not their maſters: For trea- | 


ſon and rebellion moſt commonly haue 
a ſhamefull end.Such is Gods iuſt iudge- 


ment. Lect Maſters alſo beware, that | 


they truſt not euery ſeruant too farre, no 


not though he bee of his houſholde, and | 


retend good will, and ſeeme truſty.E- 


uen ſodid /udas: yet was hee in trueth | 


but a Seemer, aDiflembler, a Traytour. 
For as there isno griefe, to that of the 
minde,no lofle to that of life, no feare to 
thar of deſtruction: {ſo there 1s no ene- 
my, to a difſembling friend, no treache- 


ry to that which one of a mans own may | 


practiſe.

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Here is 1udas for an example : one of | 
Chriſts Apoſtles,and of his houſholde (as 
I may ſay)one that asked, Maſter,Is it I? | 


one that kiſſed him, & ſeemed as truſty 
as any the reſt.Yet for all that,he was but 
a 1udas,a halter,a cloaker,a difſembler, a 
traytor. All is not honey that is ſweet,nei- 


ther is all gold that gliſters:ſo is not eue=

ry one a true ſeruane that ſayeth, Maſter, 


Tudas was a double fellow, hee had one 
ueſton to Chriſt, another to the Tewes: 
to Chriſt, Maſter,is it I?but to the Iewes, 
What will you giue me,and I wil deliuer 
him vnto you? This queſtion of zdas, 
for the firſt part is very rife in the world: 
at theſe dayes : I will doe you a pleaſure, 
but what will you giue me for my pains? 
I will lend you a ſumme, but what will 
you giue mee for intereſt? I will let you a 
peece of land, but what will you giue mee 
for a good finezHee that will giue moſt 
ſhall haue it: Soallis, what wil you giue 
me?and little without what wil you giue 
mee? Butlet them vſe itas long as they 
will,it is but /zdas his queſtion. Chrifti- 
an charity asketh no ſuch queſtion, and 
yet it is ready to pleaſure & tolend, And 
thus much touching the treachery of /#- 
das, I willomit for breuities ſake many 
circumſtances, as that all his Diſciples 
forlooke him, and fledde like cowards, 
when they ſaw ſwords and Raues againſt 
him,that Caiphas the high prieſt accuſed 
him of blaſphemy, thart the people ſpatte 
on him, and {mote him with rods, that

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 .  Pacrdenyedhimwithalie, with anoth, 
| witha curſe. Icome to:Pontixs Pilate, 


the Gouernour, This man,though hee 
knew well,that for enuy they had dcliue- 
red him, though his Wite ſent vato 
him vpon the. iudgement ſeate to haue 
nothing to doe with that ITuft man, 
though hee found no cauſe of deathin 
him : yer like avaughty man,and time- 
rous Iudge, hee let goe anarrant theefe 
Barrabas,and delwered Teſus to be cruct- 
fied, & then before the multitude tooke 
water and waſhed his hands,faying:1am 
innocent of the bloud of that iuſt man, 
He confeſſed hima iuſt man, Why then 
did hee gine ſentence on him?Hee ſaid he 
was innocent of his bloud, and yet did 
conſent to ſhed it, No,no, P:/ate was 
guilty of Chriſts death, and could not 

ift himſelfe of ir, by taking water and 
waſhing his hands. What a matter was 
this, Barrabas to bee preferred before 
Chriſt, a murtherer let goe,and an inno- 
cent perſon ſcourged? Bur ſee enuy,rthey 
enuied Chrifts vertues, [nnidia eff virtuts 
comes. If Pilate had beene a good man, 


finding no cauſe of death in Chriſt, hee 
would 


! 
| 
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not forfeare,or any other carnall reſpe&, 


they ſtripped him, then they put abour 


him a robe of ſcarlet, on.his head they- 


ſet a crowne of thornes,in his right hand 
they puta rcede,before him they bowed 
their knees,in mockage, ſaying, Ane Rex 
Tudzorum. Afterward they ſpit on him, 
and with a reed ſmote him on the head; 


Thus when they had mocked him, they 


tooke the robe from him , and put his 


owne rayment on him,and ted him away 
to bee crucified, What villany was this? 
Chriſt being God, could haue ſtaid rheir 
fury, yea haue ſtrucken them ſtarke dead 
with a word : but hee would not for our 
ſakes.It thoſe ſouldiers had known what 
they did, with whom they dealt, whoſe 
ſonne he was, from whence he came, and 
whither he would, what power hec had, 

they would haue ſtayed themſelues: but 
being full of ignorance, they did what 


they did. -For had wy knowne, they - 


would not haue crucified the Lord of 
glory, But yet ignorance excuſed nor. 
For 
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haue condemned him. After the'ſoul- - 
diers tooke him in the common hall firſt 
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ynderſtand, without doubt is a ſinne:Tg- 
norance 1n thoſe which could notynder- 
ſtand,is a puniſhment for fin 2 neyther is 
excuſlable, both are damnable, We haue 


heard what Chriſt ſuffered before hee 


came to his croſſe,that he ſweat drops of 
bloud in mount Oliues, that beins ſor 
rowtfull.he prayed earneſtly to haue that 
bitter cuppe paſle from him, that he was 
betrayed by Indas with a Kifle, that hee 
was forſaken of all his Diſciples, that hee 
was accuſed by Caiaphas for a blaſphe- 
mer,that he was denyed by Peter thrice , 
that hee was condemned ynder Portizs 
Pilate. 

It followeth that I ſpeake of his ſuffe- 
ring on the croſſe. Chriſt being on the 
crofle ſuffercd reproch of the paſlers by, 
of the Prieſts, Scribes and Phariſes, and 
of the thecues. The paſlcrs by wagging 
their heades, reuiled him, ſaying : Thou 
that deftroyed(t the Temple of God,and 
bujlded{t it in three dayes! If thou be the 
ſon ofGod,come down fromtthe crofle. 


Likewiſe the Prieſts,Scribes,Elders, and 


Phariſes mocked him,ſaying, Hee ſaued 
| others, 
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hee bee the King of Ifrael, lerhim come 
downe from the crofle,and wee will be- 
|  lTeeue him. Thethecues alſo, both at the 
| firft, caſt the ſame thing in his teeth . 
|  Chriſtindeed ſayde; Deſtroy this Tem- 
ple,and in three dayes Iwillrayſe it vp a- 
gaine. The Iewes miſtooke him : the 
meant that great, Temple in Hieruſalem, 
| which hadbeenea building forty and 3 
) fixeyeares: buthee meant the Temple 1 
ofhis body, that after they had deſtroy- 
ed, mangled and killed it,he would raiſe 
' tt from death the third day,as 1ntruth he 
' did. Nowiftheyhad vnderſtood him, 
they would neuer haue mocked him 
with that ſaying:but ſecing him to riſe as 
aine, haue confeſſed him ro be the Son 41 
of God, The wicked Prieſts,Scribes and 1 
Phariſes mocked him,ſaying': hee ſaved | 
others, but he cannot (axe himſelfe : If hee be 


the King of Iſrael Jet him cone downe from- 1 
the Croſſe,and we will belieue him. Chriſt 1 
indeed {atigghothers, all, that beleeucd in 


him,from ouilr of finne, from eter- 
nall death, from the tyranny of Sathan, 
from the curſe of the law,from the wrath 
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droſe again the third 
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day : but theſe blind Prieſts ,Scribes and 


| Phariſes vnderſtoodnot this,and theres 

fore they mocked him with it. 
Moreouer, Chriſt could haue come 

downefrom the Crofle ifhee would, bur 


he knew it not to be expedict.He would 


not yeeld to their fancies, if he had come 
down,they would haue belicued him ne- 
uer a whit the ſooner; ſome would haue 
{aid he did it for feare of death : ſome, to 
ſhew what he could do:ſomc.,for one re- 
ſpe&,ſome for another. And therefore 
 CarisT knowing this, yeelded not ynto 
them,but went forward with the worke 
he bad in hand, which was by his croſſe 
to appeaſe the wrath of God, to ſatiſhie 
his iuſtice,to make him fauourable vnto 
ſinners,by offering a full and perfect ſa- 
crifice once for all : and therefore hee is a 
prieſt,not according to the order of Aa- 
ron,which by imperfeRtion did neede a 


ſucceſſiue,but according F 1 order of 


Melchiſedec,and that for eu 


To proceed, from the fixt houre to 


the ninth,there was darkenes ouer al the 
land, 


_ 


land, for the Sunne was darkned. About 
the ninth houre, Teſus cried with a loude 
voyce,Ely,Ely, L.amaſabatthaniMy God, 
my God, why haſt thou forſaken mee? 
Behold the paſsion of Chriſt. He cryed, 
with a loud yoyce he cryed, vnto heauen 
he cryed,as one forlorne hee cryed : My 
God,my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
mee?No tongue can expreſſe, nor heart 
conceue the pangs,the paines, the pu- 
niſhment which he ſuffered. For the time 
the paines of the danined, the torments 
of hell fell ypon him, which wee for our 
ſinnes had deſerued, and ſhould haue 
ſuffered for euer and cuer in hel, had not 
he ſo ſuffered on the crofſe. What terror 
was this to behold, man in his fall, God 
in his wrath, finne in his'deſert,, the law 
in his curſe,the deuill in his tyranny,hell 
in his torments? What terrour was this? 


G OD inhis wrath is a conſuming fire, 


man inhis fall isa loſt caſt-away, finne 
in his deſert is a damnable thing, the 
Law in his.curſe is a heauy thunderbolt, 


the deuill inhis rage is yery t errible,hell 


19 his torments is intolerable, And what 
a terrour was this? Theſe things Chriſt 
B 3 did 


did behold,nay did ſuffer, and the paine 


.did make him cry aloud , My God, my 
God,why haſt thou forſaken mee? not 
that God forſooke Chriſt at any time : 
but this ſpecch declared that conflict , 
that terrour, that torment, which no 
creature beſide could haue endured, For 
it colt more to redeeme ſoules, ſo that a 
man mult let that alone for ever. Then 
moſt true is that Article of our Creede : 
He deſcended into hell, for the time he ſuffe- 
red the paines ofhell,together with the 
extreame ſhame, as the yiRtory of ſor- 
rowes, whileſt being helde in the graue 
vntill the third rok A lay as it were op- 
preſſed of death. The vertue of his paſſ- 
on reacheth downe to hell, to redeeme 
mankind from the paines of hell which 
he had deſerued, to ouerthrow Sathan 
the Prince of hell, to difſolue his workes 
which are ſinne, and death, to dcliuer 
mankinde which are vnder his ſubiecti- 
on, topurchaſe for him Gods fanout , 
forgiueneſle of finnes, and eternall life, 
Chriſt on the crofle offered vp his foule 
and body a facrifice to ſaue, our ſoules & 
bodies. On the Crofle hee ſuffered in 

| {oule 
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our finnes committed in ſoule and bo- 
dy. And the ſuffering in both was ſo 
oreat,that he cryed aloude, My God, my 
Ged,why haſt thou forſaken mee? In that 
hee ſaydc,my God,with a repetition, he 
aflured himſelfe ſtill of his fauour, of his 
. protection, and of deliverance by thar 
ſpeech,hee deſpayred not, but exprefled 
the greateſt{orrow, the heauieſt paine 
that could be endured,for the redempti- 
on of mankind. Wee haue heard what 
a notable ſacrifice Chriſt offered on the 
croſſe,not the bloud of goates or calues, 
but his owne bloud to purge our conſci- 
> ences from dead workes, to ferue the li- 
uing God. Thus is that ſacrifice which 
was figured by the Paſchall Lambe, by 
the brazen ſerpent lifted vp in the ,wil- 
dernefle,by the whole burnt ſacrifice, by 
the peace offering. Aremembrance of 
this ſfacrifice,its our comunion of breade 
and wine; the one repreſenting Chriſts 
body rent, the other, his bloud ſhed for 
our {innes. This is that ſacrifice, whereby 
eAbel, Noe,e Abraham, Tſaac, and Tacob, 
all the faithfull Patriarchs and Prophets, 
B 4 all 


ginning were ſaued. For, Chriſt is the 
Lambe ſlaine from the beginning of the 
world. Slaine in the figure, in the pur- 
pole of God, in the vertue of his paſſion 
from the beginning of the world. Then 
1s Chriſt flaine to every one, when hee 


belecuerh him ſlaine.Ieſus Chriſt yeſter- ;

' lfe.Oras Chriſt himſelfe ſayth : He that 
| eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my bloud, 
' abidethin mee, andIinhim. Toeate

' 1stoabidein Ghriſt, and to haue Chrift 
; abidinginvs. © And therefore S. Augu- 
+ ſine ſayth, Hee that abides notin Chriſt, |

though viſibly and carnally hee preſſeth | 
_ with his teeth the Sacrament of the bo- 
dy and bloud of Chriſt: but rather ea-

peare,that weat this day preach the ſelfe 


ſame Goſpel], which wasinthe begin- | 


ning of the world, thatis, wee preach 
Chriſt crucified, which was opened to 
our firſt Father in Paradiſe, renewed to 


Abraham,8 all the Patriarches, figured 
by all the ſacrifices of the Law, witneſ. | 


ſed by the Prophets, pointed vnto by 
tohn Baptift , preached by Teſus Chrift 
himſelfe, and deliuered by his Apoſtles. 
And therefore it is moſt true,ancient,ca- 
tholike and apoſtolike. 

Now tothe things which hapned a- 
bout the time of his paſſion : the graues 
did open;the dead bodies which ſlept,a- 
roſe; the vayle of the Temple did rent 
in twaine from the top to the bottome ; 
the earth did trembleggthe ſtones did 
cleauc aſunder. The Mir os declared 


that anotable perſon ſuffered, yet the 


lJewes were not touched. Theſe vnſenſi- 


ble creatures weremoued, yet the Tewes 
hearts were hardned. © The Centurion, 
when hee ſaw what was done, glorified 
God, ſaying : Of a ſurety this man was 


uſt. The fouldiers that watched him, 
: when

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when they ſaw the earth quake, andthe | 


things that were done, feared greatly, 


ſaying: Truely this was the Son of God. 


A confeſſion to the glory of God, to the 
comfort of themſelues,to the prouing of 
2 Sauiour,and to the terror of the Iewes, 
This man whom yee-haue contemned , 
whom yee haue condemned, whom yee 
haue reuiled, whom yee haue ſcourged, 
whom yee haue crucified, truely was the 
Sonne of God, The renting of the Tem- 
ple, the quaking of the earth, the clea- 


uing of the ſtones, the opening of the 


graues,the rifing of the dead doe proue, 
that trutly hee was the Sonne of God, 
and without ajl doubt a juſt man, A iuſt 
man indeed : For in his heart was neuer 
euil thoght,out of his mouth neuer pro- 
ceeded cuill word, with his body he ne- 
uer wroughtill deed: butin heart hce 
was alwayes tender and louing, in word 
gentle and meek, in dealing juſt and yp- 
right; yet was hce acculed, condemncd , 
andput toa moſt ſhamefull death, the 
death of the crofle, as a moſt notorious 
malefactaur. And all this was done to 
worke that great work of mans redemp- 

tion, 
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' "tion. Herecome incertaine queſtions, 


' The firſt is, whether Chriſt could haue 


dcliuered himſelfe from their hand? The 
anſ{werec is, he could, For heis God om- 
nipotent: bur he did not,that the ſcrip- 
tures might bee fulfilled, that our re- 
demption might be made, thar our fal- 
vation might Conccomplithed. The ſe- 
cond queſtio is,whether the Iewes were 
to be excuſed,ſ{ecing it was the good wil 
of God that Chriſt ſhould die? The an- 
{were is,inno wiſe : Becauſe they did it 
of ignorance, enuy and malice, And 
wheras good came thereby to mankind, 
that was to bee aſcribed to Gods good- 
nes,which did turn their finne to. a good 
end. Deus tam bonus eft ut ex mals eliciat 
bona; God's {o good that he turnes euill 
to good. The third queſtion is, whether 
all they are damned which put Chriſt to 
death? Idarenotſo fay, fecing Chriſt 
prayed for them: Father forgiue them 
they know not what they do. But this 
Ifay, whoſocuer of them died, not be- 
leeuing that perſon to bee the Sonne of 
God,the onely Mediatour betwixt God 


and Man, the onely redeemer and par 
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ſt of good things to come 
ſocuer I ſay departed out of this faith, is

| ble,in eſtimation moſt precious. The firſt 
is purpation of ſinnes, Thrice happy is he 


that hath it, moſt miſerable are they 
which haue it not, The penitent ſinner 
of a troubled ſpirit,of a broken and con- 
trite heart,forſaking his owne wayes, & 


renouncing his own imaginations, pro-, 


miſing amendment, and purpoſing the 
fruits of repentance, confeſſing his own 
miſery,and appealing to the mercies of 


Godin the merites of Chriſt, haue their 


ſinnes,though as red as ſcarlet, yet wa- 
ſhed in his moſt precious, gracious, and 
glorious bloud, For if the bloud of buls,

we haue redemption through his bloud, 
cuen forgiuenes of finnes: For the bloud 
of Chriſt cryeth remiſſion of finnes in the 
hearts of the godly.

For Chriſt is the end of the Law 
for righteouſnes to euery one that belee- 
ucth. They then which in a liuely faith 
apprehend Chriſt crucified, and riſen 
again.hauc what the law requireth, that 
1s perfect obedience performed of Chriſt 
imputed to them. 

The 4.benefite by Chriſts paſſion is, 
freedome from damnation.For what de- 
ſtruction can come to them which are 
ingraffed into Chriſt, the author of ſal- 
uation?how can the ſecond death take 
hold on them that haue their parr in the 
firſt reſurreQion, and are in Chriſt the 
life it ſelfe? the Deuil cannot pluck them 
away finally from God,which are writtE 
inthe booke of life, and redecmed by the 

| bloud 
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inheritance in heauen. There is no dam- 
nation(ſaith the Apoſtle)to thenr which 
arein Chriſt, which walke not after the 
ficſh,bur after the ſpirit.We are in Chriſt 
by cle&tion before the world was made. 
We are called to Chriſt by the wordafter 
the world was made.We arc iuſtified by. 
a lively faith,the obedience of the ſon of 
God being imputed to ys. Weare ſanti- 
ficd through the ſpirit, our ſoules being 
purified in obeying the truth, We walke 
not after the fleſh, when wee tefiſt coue- 
tous cogitations,ambitious deſires, ve- 
luptuous thoughts, enuious conceites, 
maliticious purpoſes,and whatſoeuer els 
corrupt of olde Adam. We walke after 
the ſpirit, when wee embrace loue, fol- 
low peace and holines,ſhew long ſuffe- 
ring,gentlenes, meckenes, temperance - 
crucifying. the fleſh with the affeQtions 
and luſts. - 

The fift benefite by Chriſts paſſion, is 
that the wrath of God is pacified. For as 
they which obey not the Sonne, ſhall not 


ſee life, but the wrath of God abideth on 
them; 


1 them: ſo they which beleeue in the Son 9 


haue euerlaſting life reſerued in heauen 
_ for them, which are kepr by the power of 
God,through faith to ſaluation, Thzs 
my beloued Sonne,in whom Tam wel plea 
ſed,heare him. A voyce from heauen, after 
Ieſus was baptized, the heauens being 
open vnto him,and the Spirite of GOD 
deſcending like a douc,and lighting on 
him. This borne of the Virgin Mary is 
my naturall and beloued ſonne, coequall 
to me,and cocternall,and confubſtantial 
with me,in whom euen for his own ſake 
Iam well pleaſed with all my ele& chil- 
dren,my diſpleaſure being as farre from 
them as the Eaſt from the Weſt, and my 
fauour vpon them cuen for my Chriſt , 
for whoſe ſake Tpardon all their offen- 
ces, and their fins and iniquities will re- 
member no more, but will put my lawes 
in their minds, and write them in their 
hearts,and will be their God, & they ſhal 
be my people. 

The fxg benefite by Cur1sT his 
paſſion, is victory ouer Sathau, For 
where finne is pyrged, remitted, and 
nog imputed, where the maledifion 

| 's 


ofthe Law is abrogated, where the ſe- 


cond death is aboliſhed, where the wrath 
of God is pacified, there the Dewll hath 
naught. For Chriſt through death de- 
ſtroyed him, which had the power of 


death, that is the Deuill, that hee might * 


deliuer all them which for feare of death 
wereall their life time ſubie&to bodage. 
Wherfore,though Sathan be yet ſuffred 
to tempt the children of God, yet he ſhal 
neuer plucke them away from the ftate 
of ſaluation : becauſe God is faithfull, & 
will not ſuffer his to bee tempted aboue 
their ſtrength : but ſhall in the middes 
of temptation make a way, that they 
may be able to beare it: Beſide theſe 
fingular benefites by Chriſt his paſſion, 
wee haue by the ſame, peace of conſci- 
ence, which paſſeth all vnderſtanding , 
acceſle to grace by the mediation of 
Chriſt,and after this life, life euerlaſting, 
to behold the bleſled and glorious Trinjs 

tic,in glory,maicſty and eternity. 
Now to the meditation of Chriſt his 
paſſion, which wee ſhall cdnſider fruit- 
tully,if wee marke how foule a thing {fin 
is, how grieuous to the conſcience, boy 
1 _ 
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deſerued, whoſe death it procured,and.fo 
repent for the ſame. - 

_ *Secondly, if wee behold the paſsing 
loue of God, in ſending his Sonne to re- 
deeme vs,and the ſingular loue of Chriſt 
in laying downe his life for vs,and ſo be 
thankefull to both for the ſame. Jf God 
had .redeemed mankind by any other 
meanes,as by filuer or gold, or by force 
ofarmes,or by any of his Angels, the be- 
nefire had beene the lefle:but he did it by 
the death of his holy and deare Sonne. A 
benefite of all benefires the greateſt,and 
neucr to be thought on without thanke- 
fulneſle. And in truth no Angel could be 
an atonement maker betweene God and 
man, becauſe they communicate nature 


_ neyther with God nor man : but Chriſt 


Teſus doth with both. For hee is God in 
nature,and-man in nature. And ſoa friend 
to both God and:man,& therefore a moſt 
fitte perſon to make peace between God 
and man. 
Thirdly,we ſhal meditate on the paſsion 
of Chriſt aright,ifafter his example wee 
forgiue our enemies when they offend 
C2 VS, 
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if wepray for them, though they 


curſe 
vs, after the example of Chriſt, which 
forgaue vs when wee treſpaſled againſt 
bim,which ſo loued vs, that hee died for 

,when we were his cnemies & ſinners, 
> Fourthly,we ſhal meditate on the paſ- 
fon of Chriſt aright, if wee mortifie our 


members,which are vpon the earth, if 


we crucihe the fleſh with the affe&tions, 
127 is,by putting off the old man, which 
:3 corrupt through the deceiuable luſts, 
arid putting on the new man, which af- 
ter God is created ynto righreouſnes, & 
true Holinefle,if we walke honeſtly as in 
the daytime, notin gluttony and drun- 
kennes,but in ſobriety,neyther in cham=- 
bering and wantonnefle, but in chaſtity, 
neyther in ſtrife and enuying,but in cha- 
rity: ifweputon the Lord Teſus, and 
make no prouiſfion forthe fleſh, to tulfill 
the luſts of it. Wee may haue an honeſt 
care of our bodies, which is to feed them 
ſoberly,to cloth them decently,to exer+ 
ciſe them moderately : but ſo toprouide 
for the fleſh as to fulfil] rhe luſts thereof, 
iO to pamper it as to make it ouerrule the 


ſpi- 


ſecke to crucific him againe,to ſerue our 


enemy, from which to redeem vs Chriſt 
died,to deſtroy that (as much as in him 
is)which Chriſt ſo dearely bought, 
Laſtly, we ſhal meditate on the paſsjon 
of Chriſt aright,if wee ſtedfaſtly beleeue 
by it to be ſaued,and liue and die in true 
repentance for our ſfinnes, which madea 
diuifion betweene God and vs, which 


brought the ſonne of God from heauen 


into the vale of miſery,which cauſed the 
death of Ieſus Chriſt. The confiderati- 
on of this ought to make our hearts to 
bleede,to flye from ſinne, as from a by- 
ting Serpent,to renounce the deuill with 
his works, as we promiſed in Baptiſme; 
to bee contrite, which is the firſt branch 
of true repentance, to cry for mercie 
which 1s the ſecond,to truſt in Chriſt the 
mediator,which is the third, to endeuour 
with a purpole to {erue the liuing GOD, 
which is the laſt.Then tho our fins were 
as crim{on, they ſhall bee made as white 
as \now: though they were as red as ſcar- 
let, they ſhall bee as wooll.For the bloud 
of Ieſus Chriſt,the ſonne of God purgeth 
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wilt bee on our ri ghrt hand for euer.Then 
ſhall the Realme flouriſh, as*iow,ſfo for 
cuer, with peace, plenty, thi” preaching 
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_ of the Goſpell, with many other godly 


bleſſings,ts the glory of God, the com- 
fort of ys,and terrour of the enemy. 

Let vs bee thankefull ro Almighty 
God for preſeruing vs hitherto, giuing 
vspeace,when others haue had the con- 
trary;plenty, when others haue ſuffered 
ſcarlity;the preachingof the word, which 
others haue lacked; vnder the gouerne- 
ment of a moſt gracious King, whom 
weare bound,as the Lords annointed,to 
loue fincerely,to reuerence dutifully, to 
obey heartily, to pray for zealouſly an! 
continually,(becaule God hath vſed his 
Maietty as a meane to conuey ouer vnto 
vs his mercies) that hee may liue to the 
comming of Chriſt, to giue vp to him 
his princely Crowne, ro receiue of him 2 
crown of glory for euer,in the Kingdom 
of glory,where is light and no darkneſle, 
life, and no dying,peace andno difcord, 
where is mirth without mourning, fauour 
without mifliking, knowle dge without 
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jgnorance,where is holines and no finne, 
vpright: -ſſe andno hypocriſie,truth and 
no falſho d,perfection,and no infirmity, 
where are ioyes which eye hath not ſeen 
neither care hath heard,neyther hath en- 
tred into the heart of man; which the 
Lord hath prepared for them that loue | 
him in the company of godly Saints, in = 
the ſight of heauenly Angels,in the pre= ___ _—- 
ſence of Teſus the Mediator of the new | 
Teſtament. To whom with the 
Father and the Holy Ghoſt, 
bee all honour and glo- 
ry for euer an;
